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CADET TRAINING (In the Atomic Age) [ 



March 1954 may go down as one of the 
great turning points in history. The trial ex- 
plosions of the hydrogen bomb marks the in- 
troduction of a new era. Though few persons 
are asking such questions as — "Is the human 
race going to destroy itself?" and"ls there 
anything that can be done to avert annihila- 
tion in the event of another world war?" 

Doubtless the same questions were asked 
in the past when artillery, machine guns and 
other weapons were first used. Yet always 
man has found ways of counteracting and de- 
fending himself against the latest means of 
destruction. It would seem reasonable to as- 
sume that a defence against the new weapons 
will in time be found. 

One lesson history has made clear: the 
best defence against any menace, however 
terrible, is the determined and disciplined 
free spirit of man. Little Finlano, single 
handed but resolute, met the mighty Russian 
War machine in 1900's and in the end main- 
tained her independence. France in 1940 
depending on the powerful Maginot line went 
down to swift defeat while Britain disciplined 
determined and with superb leadership, saved 
herself and the free world from what seemed 
like certain catastrophe. 

We shall probably soon experience 
marked charges in our educational system.' 
We must adopt an education-for-survival pro- 
gramme. It is safe to prophesy that cadet 
training will assume an increasingly import- 
ant position. It is likely, too, that a shifting 
of emphasis will occur in the cadet program 
itself. 

In any system of defence there is no sub- 
stitute for discipline when panic occurs, the 
cause is usually lost. In cadet training disci-

pline may at first be imposed but soon the 
student learns the secret of self-discipline. 
This type, backed up by intelligent and in- 
formed opinion is the best safeguard against 
panic in time of emergency. 

We may expect more attention to be 
given to the phase of cadet training called in- 
doctrination. In this the basic principles of 
democracy are taught. A burning zeal for 
and faith in a cause, founded on sound know- 
ledge, these backed up in disciplined action 
constitute a combination which is hard to de- 
feat. 

The quality of leadership will be of the 
utmost importance in the new era and the ca- 
det corps constitutes one of the best fields for 
the training of leaders. The beginner learns 
to obey and carry out commands promptly 
and smartly. Later he has an equal chance 
with all his classmates to become an N.C.O. 
or officer. The practice and training received 
in these positions stand him in good stead 
either in peace or war. When he takes his 
place in his community. 

The March 16th issue of the Globe and 
Mail carried a news column in which Alfred 
Cowling, a prominent Toronto Member of Par- 
liament was quoted as follows: "Those with 

cadet training are far better equipped in I if e^ 
The training is important these days even if 
they never go to war." Commenting on Mr. 
Cowling remarks Dr. Dunlop, our Ontario 
Minister of Education stated, "I am all for 
cadet corps and we have them in most of our 
schools. We should encourage them." 

Mr. Cowling and Dr. Dunlop reflect the 
opinion of an increasing number of citizens 
in all walks of life.
